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The Sesquicentennial Holstein Show 
By M. S. PRESCOTT 


centennial International Exposition at Philadelphia, 

September 13-18, being exceeded in numbers only by 
the Guernsey and Shorthorn breeds and equalling any of 
them in the matter of quality. It was an interesting show 
and a thorough credit to the breed, although not as strong 
as the importance of the event might seem to have war- 
ranted. In its general publicity value, winning here prob- 
ably exceeds any other show of the year. It meant a iong 
shipment and heavy expense, however, for exhibitors who 
were planning to stick to the western circuit, and there 
was not money enough offered to make it attractive to 
such herds. Thus, there were four or five top line show 
strings that will be at the National that were not in com- 
petition here. However, the open classes brought out one 
hundred fifty-six head with nineteen exhibitors from 
twelve states breaking into the prize winning column. It 
represented the first meeting of the year for several of 
the best show strings that are out this season, and the 
inter-sectional character of the show added further to 
its interest. 

Conditions for staging the Sesqui Live Stock Show 
were not of the best although they might have been much 
worse with unfavorable weather. The cattle were all 
housed in a big circus tent and the showing was done out 
doors in a natural amphi-theatre that provided a very 
fine setting with smiling skies but in the event of rain 
would have been a quagmire in no time. The judging 
started on Tuesday with perfect weather conditions and 
in order to take full advantage of the weather, Judge Mos- 
crip kept at it until the whole job of judging in the Hol- 
stein section was completed. As it happened, Wednes- 
day was just the same sort of a day and except for a 
large Guernsey show, which had to continue over until 
Thursday, the live stock judging must have been about 
finished under favorable weather conditions. With the 
weather as it was, about the only objection we heard to the 
outdoor showing from exhibitors was the annoyance of 
flies and the fact that the bright sun had a tendency to 
make - animals appear rough, causing the hair to stand 
on end. 

As announced in our wire report last week, Billiwhack 
Ranch of California, was the leading winner with nine 
first prizes, one grand champion, and both reserve grand 
champion animals. For total money won, they were closely 
pressed, however, by Carnation Milk Farms, who, while 
winning but a single blue ribbon and no championships, 
had five seconds, four thirds and five fourths, being con- 
tenders for top honors in practically every class. T'his 
was the case also with Yates Farms, who, while they took 
no blue ribbons, had five seconds and three thirds, and 
for total money were not very far below the leaders. 
Minnesota Holstein Company and Hargrove & Arnold as 
usual staged a merry battle for the honor of premier 
breeder, the former finally winning out by a narrow 


Hesstenniat put up a creditable show at the Sesqui- 


margin. Each had three first prizes, Hargrove & Arnold 
taking two seconds and five thirds, while Minnesota Hol- 
stein Company had but one second and two thirds, but 
with enough fourths and lesser prizes to bring up their 
total. They were also helped by having senior and grand 
champion bull, while Hargrove & Arnold had one junior 
champion. Knowles added another junior championship 
to the impressive list for the yearling bull he is showing 
and one of the Baker Farm heifers continued her unde- 
feated career of the season. ; 
The Bull Classes 

The show started with the bull calves and included 
everything under one year of age, both junior and seniors. 
Carnation drew first blood with one of the youngest 
calves in the ring, a March son of Sir Romeo Mildred Co- 
lantha, named Carnation Romeo Colantha. He is a calf 
of a lot of quality and style and in winning this class he 
placed ahead of a number of youngsters that have been 
winning pretty consistently over the eastern circuit. Nir- 
vana Ormsby Lad, a youngster of K. P. O. P. breeding 
owned by C. H. Smith, of Iowa, but shown by Hargrove 
& Arnold, placed second. He has been well up in the 
money under all of the judges he has faced on the circuit 
thus far. Yates had two in the money, a son of Count 
Paul Echo Posch standing third and a son of Count Korn- 
dyke Posch that was first at Syracuse in seventh. Sir 
Bess Ormsby May, the youngest son of May Walker Ollie 
Homestead, was fourth in this good class. 

The yearling bulls were not divided, either both the 
seniors and juniors showing together, and this fine class 
only numbered ten. Duke Pearl Asiatic, a Knowles’ entry, 
continued his unbroken string of victories and went through 
to junior championship again as he has at Syracuse and 
Connecticut State Fairs. This good son of Overhill Cornu- 
copia and Pearl Asiatic represents lines of breeding with 
which Mr. Knowles has been winning for years. Billy 
Homestead De Kol, the Billiwhack yearling that Bob Hae- 
ger made grand champion at Missouri, was second in 
class with Triune Ormsby Piebe 59th, of the Hargrove & 
Arnold string, in third place. The winner has a world of 
style and quality along with great substance, character- 
istic of the get of Overhill Cornucopia. He was a winner 
last year as a caif, but we think he is comparatively better 
now. The two-year-old class of five brought out the grand 
champion of the show in Sir Star Laura Segis, last year’s 
All-American senior yearling. This bull, shown by the 
Minnesota Holstein Co., Austin, Minn., has developed into 
an outstanding two-year-old. He has grown out into a big 
two-year-old with a massive chest, good depth, strong top 
and plenty of style. Judges at the earlier shows, we un- 
derstand, have set him down because of a tendency to 
“toe out” in front. However, he has the chest to carry 
the wide set of his fore legs and, as Judge Moscrip ex- 
pressed it, he is close to the type of Holstein bull we 
ought to be trying to produce. Hargrove & Arnold placed 
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second in class with K. P. O. P. 5ist, a bull that has been 
consistently near the top in the two-year-old class this 
year, and Matador Segis Walker 14th, the top bull in the 
last Brentwood Sale and purchased there by Ben W. 
Spencer, of Michigan, was third. He is a very well turned 
bull, but lacking a little in the substance that was found 
in the winner. This bull is being shown with the Carna- 
tion string this year. 

The aged bulls numbered twelve and contained all 
sorts and conditions of bulls, there being almost as many 
types as there were bulls. On this account, it was a dif- 
ficult class to line up and we do not think that Judge 
Moscrip’s placings met with very general approval from 
the ringside. Sir Adna Perfection, the Billiwhack three- 
year-old, was in first place. He is a bull of great depth 
of body, inclined to flatness, and with quite objectionable 
looseness in the shoulders and not carrying any great 
amount of style. He is good in the rump and has con- 
siderable dairy quality. It was an easy decision, how- 
ever, between him and the two-year-old, Sir Star Laura 
Segis, for championship honors. In second place came 
Sir Model Alcartra Fayne, a son of King Model that was 


quite a contender fcr top honors in the three-year-old’ 


class in 1923 at the National. He is a massive bull, being 
nearly as large as old King Model himself, who weighed 
close to 3,000 lbs. He had some supporters for top hon- 
ors in the class but was criticized for a little roughness 
in the back line. He is owned by J. Irving Stryker of New 
Jersey. Another three-year-old, King Ona Jolie Fayne, 
owned by the Rieck Certified Dairy Farms, was in third 
place. This bull also would have received some votes for 
first place in this class, but has been criticized for carry- 
ing too much beefiness. The Carnation entry, Prince 
Cornucopia. Tobe Pontiac, was one of the most stylish 
bulls in the ring, needing perhaps a little more substance, 
a bit more depth in the flanks, and more smoothness at 
the tail head. Nevertheless, he had many adherents about 
the ringside. Count Paul Echo Posch, the Yates Farm 
herd sire that had previously won grand championship 
at New York and Maryland State Fairs, was showing lame 
and on that account was unplaced. 

; The Female Classes 

The aged cow class failed to measure up to the quality 
of several of our state fair shows this season, but the 
seventeen competing were, nevertheless, a creditable lot 
of Holstein matrons. The grand old cow, Model Segis 
Prilly Gelsche, with her 1,300-lb. butter record from over 
31,000 lbs. milk, was a popular choice to head this class 
and went through to senior and grand championship. She 
is a cow of massive size with almost a perfect Holstein 
head and great strength throughout along with evidences 
of dairy quality and with an udder which in her dry form 
appears to be strongly attached in her advanced age of 
nearly eleven years. In second place, Judge Moscrip put 
K. M. D. K. S. Colantha, the Yates cow that won the 
butterfat contest at Syracuse, likening her in her general 
appearance to Minerva Beets. She certainly looked the 
part of her 1,100-lb. butter record. Ruby Fayne Posch, 
the Carnation entry, was the flashiest cow in the ring, 
but was criticized considerably in respect to udder. She 
is showing dry. Hazelwood Bessie Pauline Heilo, a former 
All-American winner in heifer form, stepped into fourth 
place for W. G. Davidson, Billiwhack taking fifth with 
Jean Bonnie Pontiac, their second entry, Overbrook Hol- 
stein Dairy placing sixth with Frindaella Elkindale Orms- 
by, a very useful cow and a great producer, Cascade Mary 
Mercedes, a white daughter of Sir Korndyke Ormsby 
Piebe, lacking somewhat in substance, placing seventh 
to give Carnation two inside the money, and Faforit Posch 
Mercedes, a wonderfully strong cow that nas been placing 
near the top for Yates, just getting in the money for 
eighth position. 

There were eight four-year-olds and the four tops put 
up quite a fight for position. There was not much doubt, 
however, that Jennie De Kol Segis Waiker, a Matado:z 
Segis Walker granddaughter in the Billiwhack string would 
continue her unbroken string of winnings. The closest 
battle was between Faforit Pontiac Echo, the Yates Farm 
entry that was grand champion at Syracuse and Mary- 
land, Carnation Matador Mercedes Selah, a Carnation 
daughter of Matador Segis Walker that was a prominent 
winner as a yearling. The Yates entry finally took sec- 
ond position, her almost faultless udder being the de- 
termining factor. The Carnation heifer would win in any- 
thing but extraordinary competition. Star Segis Home- 
stead, a maternal sister of the grand champion bull, placed 
fourth for the Minnesota Holstein Company. Jennie De 
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Kol Segis Walker was later made reserve granq cham. 
pion female. At Ohio, Hansen made her grand Champion 
over Model Prilly Segis Gelsche. 

Nine three-year-olds brought out some splendid to 
chief interest centering in the competition between Migs 
Tritomia Fobes Walker, the Billiwhack entry, anq Car. 
nation Pauline Matador, a daughter of Matador Segis 
Walker 6th, that placed over her at Indianapolis the Dre. 
ceding week, with Sylvia Posch Netherland, a consistent 
winner in the Yates Iine-up as runner-up to these two. 
The Billiwhack heifer, in our opinion, was thoroughly ep. 
titled to first place, her splendidly turned body and 
superiority in head and neck more than offsetting the 
discredit of accumulation of fat at the pin bones. This 
heifer was Bob Haeger’s choice for grand championshi 
at Missouri this year. She is a daughter of Prince Riygy. 
side Hartog Ormsby, the bull now heading the Overbrook 
Dairy Herd of New Jersey. 

Billiwhack completed their conquest of the senior fe. 
male classes by winning the two-year-old class with Miss 
Papoose Piebe, a daughter of King Pietertje Ormsby 
Piebe. This was nct a strong class, although there were’ 
twenty-one in the ring of which ten survived the first 
cut. Canary Posch Dewdrop, a Carnation entry from the 
same dam as the flashy aged cow they showed, would 
have been a rather popular choice to win this class gj. 
although the winner carried more width in the rump ang 
a better rear udder attachment.

The class of eighteen senior yearlings furnished quite 
a problem for the judge, who called out his four tops, 
May Walker Inka Segis, the daughter of May Walker 
Ollie Homestead that is doing so well for the Minnesota 
Holstein Company this year; Sparrow Hawk Fayne Jewel, 
a daughter of King Pietertje Jewel Korndyke that won her 
class at Ohio for the Ralph King Estate; Triune Lady 
Burke, the Hargrove & Arnold heifer that did so well 
as a calf last year, and Rose De Kol Wayne Butter Boy 
4th, the well known Baker Farm heifer that was junior 
champion at both New York and Maryland State Fairs, 
These four were finally ranked in the order named. The 
May Walker heifer was junior champion at Wisconsin 
and won her class at Indiana, but had a close call in the 
competition here from the fact that she is starting to 
spring and at this stage her udder is not atiractive. Baker 
Farm led the class of fifteen junior yearlings with Miss 
Triune Johanna, the oldest daughter of Triune Ormsby 
Piebe 27th, their herd sire. This heifer has not been de- 
feated thus far this year and has proven herself to be one 
of the good junior yearlings of the season. Billiwhack 
placed second with a daughter of Prince Aaggie of Beryl 
wood, Yates having third and sixth places, Minnesota Hol- 
stein Company fourth with a daughter of Sir Inka Su 
perior Segis, Ralph King Estate fifth with a daughter of 
King Pietertje Jewel Korndyke and their old show cow, 
Kismet Fayne of Valley View, Carnation and Knowles 
edging into seventh and eighth places. 

The class of twenty-four heifer calves made up the 
biggest class of the show. Triune Papoose Piebe; the 
daughter of Triune Ormsby Piebe that has been winning 
so sensationally this season for Hargrove & Arnold, won 
this class handily and went through just as easily to 
junior championship.

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A Scandal or a Libel? 


HARGES involving the integrity of records and regis- 
C trations made in a Maryland State institution herd 

are made public in the current issue of the Holstein 
Breeder and Dairyman, the organ of the ‘outlaw” registry 
association, at Harrisburg, Pa. Affidavits are presented 
from a test milker at the farm in question and from a 
Maryland supervisor of tests to the effect that cows on test 
were “doped” in an effort to increase their butter fat 
test and that bottles of cream were hidden in the bedding 
to be emptied into the milk pails when possible. Another 
affidavit from a former herdsman at the same farm states 
that the supervisor’s samples were tampered with before 
testing, and further that grade calves were substituted 
and registered as pure bred. The implication is also made 
that political influence in the state has beenbrought to bear 
to “hush up” the investigation by the State College. 

We would place more credence in these charges if they 
were not presented through a source so thoroughly unre- 
liable and that on former occasions had not so frequently 
distorted facts and evidenced carelessness with the truth 
for its own purposes. When the Cabana case was still in 
litigation and before those records were expunged, the 
Harrisburg publication did not seem so concerned over 
the purity of the records carried on the books of the 
Advanced Registry office. Evidently it’s a case where 
“one man’s meat is another man’s poison”. On this ac- 
count it strikes us that those who have made the affi- 
davits referred to would have demonstrated a more sin- 
cere desire for appropriate action in the present case if 
they had taken the matter directly to the Holstein-Friesian 
Association of America instead of making them public 
through the medium of the former apologists for the Ca- 
bana records, financially irresponsible as they are and who 
through their earlier history had demonstrated themselves 
more interested in the political capital they could make 
out of such an affair than in the fundamental) principles of 
the integrity of the records and the welfare of the breed 
involved. 


The .ttempt of the Harrisburg organ throughout its 
“scare-head” story to give the impression that The Hol- 
stein-Friesian Association of America has been in cahoots 
with the Maryland parties in shielding these alleged 
crooked records draws fire from Supt. Gardner, who has 
made public the following statement: 


To all interested in Advanced Registration: 

The malicious and mendacious attack, wholly unwar- 
ranted, on the management of the Advanced Registry 
Office of the Holstein-Friesian Association of America, 
published and widely circulated in The Holstein Breeder 
an ryman, an alleged MHolstein-Friesian paper 
printed at Harrisburg, Pa., could be passed by with the 
contempt it deserves were it not that such a course 
might lead some of our breeders to think that such base 

uations were true. 
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The writer is a knave because while he does not 
actually say so, he craftily leads inexperienced readers 
to think that the H.-F. Superintendent of A. R. would 
accept, publish and issue a certificate for a test, ag to 
the reliability of which any question had been raiseg 
by any person having any part in the conduct of that 
test, before the fullest investigation had been mage 
He is a knave because he knows that any such course 
would be contrary to procedure, to the by-laws of the 
Association, and to the rules for advanced registration 
which he so glibly quotes. He is a knave in his effort 
to discredit advanced registration by linking it up 
with what he alleges to be dishonest testing. No tegt 
has ever been accepted, as to which any question has 
been raised prior to the issue of the certificate. Any 
other course would wreck advanced registration ang 
could only be imagined by a lunatic. 

Without expressing any opinion whatever on other 
charges made by this writer, of which I have no know}. 
edge other than his statements. I wish to say that 
his allegations as to the Advanced Registry Office are 
positively false and wish Holstein-Friesian breeders 
to know the following facts: 

That no announcement has been made by the Aq. 
vanced Registry Department declaring any ‘cow to 
be the champion cow below the Mason and Dixon Line.” 

That the Maryland Agricultural College has not to 
the present time laid before me any charges against/ 
any Maryland man or institution. 

That the Maryland Agricultural College has not sub. 
mitted any affidavits of any kind made by anyone con- 
nected with testing in Maryland. 

That the Maryland Agricultural College has not ad- 
vised me of any investigation made or hearing given 
in relation to any testing in Maryland. 

The intent of the paper behind this writer is self. 
evident. It sees advanced registration as the bar 
against the lasting success of the revolt it is trying 
to lead, and the success of the alleged herd-book it js 
supporting. It advises the use of cow testing associa. 
tions in the making of tests, and in its crafty attacks 
on advanced registration affronts the intelligence of 
every state agricultural college and every association 
of breeders supporting that work. Advanced registration 
cannot be perfect; nothing in nature is. If we find 
a few wormy apples on a tree, do we condemn the 
sound fruit of that tree? If in a few instances in the 
past, fraud has crept into testing, shall we discard the 
thousands on thousands of honest tests made?

Syracuse. The calf classes make a pretty showing but it is 
some question as to how much they mean. 


The Advanced Registry classes were for cows four 
years and under and those over four years of age and were 
open to competition only to cows or heifers that had pro- 
duced in official test of 300 days or more butterfat ex- 
ceeding by twenty-five percent the requirement for ad- 
mission to the Advanced Register. The placings in the 
ring were on the basis of individuality only without ref- 
erence to the size of the record. Billiwhack won both these 
classes, Jennie Segis De Kol Walker, the first prize four- 
year-old and reserve grand champion female, taking the 
junior section, and Model Segis Prilly Gelsche, the grand 
champion of the show, taking the senior section. Yates 
Placed second in both of these classes, Faforit Pontiac 
Echo, the New York and Maryland grand champion, tak- 
ing the junior section, and K. M. D. K. S. Colantha, the 
New York butter test winner, the senior section. These 
Classes were largely a duplication of the placings in the 
aged cow and four-year-old classes, and as such carried 
no particular interest, although it is always pleasing to 
have cows with 1,000-lb. fat records come through and win 
these classes at our big shows. 
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The Groups 


Billiwhack won the graded herd, showing as they did 
the reserve grand champion male at the head, with the 
grand champion cow next to him and one other blue ribbon 
winner lower down. Minnesota Holstein Company took 
second place with their herd headed by the grand cham- 
pion bull and with one other first prize winner. Hargrove 
& Arnold placed third, Carnation fourth, Yates fifth and 
Baker sixth. Hargrove & Arnold scored in the young 
herd composed of one bull and three heifers under two 
years of age, the feature being, of course, the junior cham- 
pion calf. Billiwhack was unbeatable in the class for 
dairy herd with four cows all in milk, their four consist- 
ing of the grand champion cow, the reserve grand cham- 
pion, first prize three-year-old and the fifth prize aged cow. 
The Yates string in second place would be good enough 
to win in any but extraordinary competition. Ten groups 
came out for get of sire, which required both sexes be 
represented in a group of four and not more than two 
bulls. Hargrove & Arnold scored in this important class 
with the get of Triune which have been doing mighty well 
this year, Carnation taking second with the get of Mata- 
dor Segis Walker, Knowles third with an Overhill Cornu- 
copia group headed by the junior champion bull, Har- 
grove & Arnold coming in again fourth with a get of 
K. P. O. P. Yates did not show the get of Count Paul 
Posch with which they have been winning on account of 
the lameness of Count Paul Echo Posch, but placed fifth 
with the younger get of Count Korndyke Posch. Over- 
brook was sixth with a get of Prince Riverside Hartog 
Ormsby, borrowing the sensational three-year-old daugh- 
ter from Billiwhack for the occasion, and the Ralph King 
Estate took seventh with a nice string of yearlings by 
King Pietertje Jewel Korndyke. For produce of dam, 
Minnesota Holstein Company had a great pair in the 
grand champion bull and the fourth prize four-year-old 
out of Star Segis Pontiac Superior, and took the blue 
in this class. Carnation was second and fourth on groups 
made up of their aged cow and two-year-old heifer, and 
their aged bull and a yearling from the same dam, Har- 
grove & Arnold being third with the produce of Lady 
Papoose. Minnesota Holstein Company was fifth with the 
produce of May Walker Ollie Homestead, this including 
the first prize senior yearling and the fourth prize bull 
calf, Yates and Nims taking the two remaining places. 

W. B. Barney, who is one of the veterans of the show 
ring, acted as superintendent of the Holstein section in 
place of Secretary Houghton, and Allen Crissey of the 
Extension Department was his assistant. They main- 
tained an attractive and serviceable booth in the main 
tent, featuring the original paintings of the True Type 
animals, and models, the $1,000 cup won by Yates Farms 
in the Syracuse butter test two weeks before, with a 
good supply of Holstein literature for distribution.

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New Virginia State Milk Record 


The Holstein cow, V. P. I. Veeman 
Korndyke De Kol, No. 312744, owned 
by the Virginia Polytechnic Institute, 
Blacksburg, Virginia, has completed a 
yearly record on August 11, 1926, 
which now becomes the state record 
for milk production. 

The record of this cow for one year 
is 26,636.6 pounds of milk, containing 
835.8 pounds of butterfat, or 1,044.7 
pounds of butter. 


Her record began at an age of 9 
years, 5 months and 25 days and she 
finished her year’s work in a most 
excellent physical condition. 

She formerly held the State Butter- 
fat Record, as a senior 4-year-old with 
a yearly record of 19,619.9 pounds of 
milk, containing 715.7 pounds of but- 
terfat or 858.9 pounds of butter. 


This remarkable record replaced 
the State record for milk production, 
which has been held for several years 
by the cow, Prilly Hartog 2nd, owned 
by H. L. Butler and Sons of Culpeper, 
Virginia, whose yearly record was 24,- 
755.4 pounds of milk, containing 828 
pounds of butterfat. 


V. P. I. Veeman Korndyke De Kol 
is one of: several daughters of Vir- 
ginia Korndyke Butter Boy De Kol, 
who are making wonderful records of 
production in the present herd of the 
College. Of eight of the daughters of 
this bull now on test at least five of 
them will complete records well over 
1,000 pounds -of butter for the year.

$2.36 Record Pool Price For August 


Announcement by the Dairymen’s 
League Cooperative Association, Inc., 
of a net pool price of $2.36 per 100 
lbs. 3.5 milk as the August price was a 
substantial increase over the pool 
price of the previous month and for 
August of recent years. 

This is the first pool price under 
the Dairymen’s League new system of 
figuring the price on a basis of 3.5 per- 
cent butter fat instead of 3 percent. 
If figured on the old 3 percent basis 
the price would be $2.16 or 20 cents 
less, but even that would be a high 
price. In July the pool price was 
$1.95, the August 1924 price was 
$1.63%, in 1923 $2.08% and in 1922 
$1.75. 

In this substantial August pool price 
many farmers see hope for satisfac- 
tory prices during the autumn and 
winter months for which they have 
‘been asked to increase their produc- 
tion. The League has held meetings 
throughout the territory urging pro- 
ducers to increase the flow of milk 
one pound per cow per day to assure 
sufficient milk for the metropolitan 
markets during the fall and winter. 
While no promises of high prices have 
been made by League officials for this 
increased production, some producers 
think that the August price indicates 
good prices for coming months. 


To assure adequate production the 
League is about to institute another 
series of meetings to be held through- 
out the next four months. Feeding for 
Quality, and, Breeding For Produc- 
tion, will be subjects discussed by ex- 
perts at these meetings to explain to 
producers how they can feed to in- 
crease quality of their milk and breed 
to raise the fall and winter flow of 
milk.—Dairymen’s League Coopera- 
tive Association.

September Milk Prices Higher 


The fluid milk market report for 
the United States for the month of 
September, 1926, shows a further ad- 
vance in average milk prices both as 
compared with August, 1926, and with 
September of a year ago. On a 3.5 
per cent fat basis, the average for the 
nine sections listed is $2.75 a hun- 
dred as compared with an average of 
$2.70 for August, 1926 and $2.67 for 
September, 1925. Every’ one of the 
sections show an increase above the 
figure for August with the exception 
of one section which has the same 
figure. The South Atlantic section 
continues to lead with an average of 
$3.75 a hundred, New England coming 
next with $3.43, the lowest section 
being the West North Central sec- 
tion with an average of $2.20.

peaceful sunny sky! It was 

worse than that to lovers of 
the finest Holsteins produced in 
America! Just after it seemed that 
the storms threatening the Billiwhack 
Stock Farm of Santa Paula, Califor- 
nia, had been definitely cleared away, 
its owner, August A. Rubel, demon- 
strated concrete evidence of his 
ability and determination to proceed 
in building up the finest Holstein 
herd in America by paying cash to A. 
J. King of Kansas City for the six- 
times grand champion of the Middle- 
West, Berylwood Prince Johanna 
Segis, oldest son of Prince Aaggie of 
Berylwood, the $110,000 bull whose 
seven nearest dams had a _ higher 
average production than those of any 
other bull. It seemed that the finan- 
cial jam into which Mr. Rubel had 
found himself due to the New York 
stock market deflation last spring was 
being retrieved. But it didn’t work. 
And while the Billiwhack show herd 
was winning on the mid-western 
show circuit this fall, came the word 
that every head had to be dispersed 
to meet financial obligations. For 
about seven years, J. W. Snodgrass 
had been building this herd as his 
life work, first for the Berylwood 
Stock Farm, and later for Billiwhack 
when Mr. Rubel purchased the herd 
with Prince Aaggie at its head. 
There had been plenty of money until 
last spring. Mr. Snodgrass had free 
rein to get what he wanted at any 
price. He had built his hopes around 
Prince Aaggie of Berylwood, whom he 
had discovered as a calf and had 
made grand champion in California. 
The herds of the entire United States 
were searched for cows suitable to 
nick with Prince. Probably this herd 
last spring contained more 1,000- 
pound cows than any other, certainlv 
it was far beyond any other in Cali- 
fornia. And the young stuff was 
coming as sweet and pretty and uni- 
form as even Mr. Snodgress had 
hoped. Eastern Holstein men must 
admit it on the basis of this season’s 
showing at their own fairs. Prince 
died last June, but many of his sons 
and daughters and calves yet unborn 
were in the herd. It had to be dis- 
persed. All the careful calculations 
of pedigrees and selections of individ- 
uals designed with practically scienti- 
fic precision to produce the best of 
which the breed is capable, first in 
production, and next in real Holstein 
type, have been lost to the breed and 
to America. 

On September 8 and 9, at the Roy 
D. Rule sales yard in Los Angeles 
county, within less than two weeks 
after the public had its first intima- 
tion of the tragedy, the auctioneer 
had sold 175 females over twelve 
months old, many with records over 
1,000 pounds, many in calf to Prince, 
many out of cows with records over 
1,000 pounds. They went to 25 breed- 
ers and dairymen, all but two living 
in southern California, at an average 
of $257.55.

The high price of the 
sale was $1,650 paid by Supt. W. R. 
Harriman of the Los Angeles County 
Farm for Judge Segis 7th, a son of 
Judge Segis who has 99 A. R. daugh- 
ters, and out of Hollywood Veeman 
Homestead Fayne who carried a calf 
245 days while making a record of 
803.61 pounds butter in 305 days. 

The second high price of the sale 
was an even $1,000 paid for Fair Oaks 
De Vries Nellie by F. F. Pellissier & 
Son of Whittier, Calif. Seven cows 
brought $500 or more each. A dozen 
brought between $400 and _ $500. 
Twenty-eight brought $300 to $400. 
Seventy-three brought $200 to $300. 
Forty-four brought $100 to $200 and 
10 sold under $100, mostly after dark 
at the close of the second day. 

The first advertisement of the sale 
appeared August 28, eleven days be- 
fore the first cows went through the 
ring. There was no time to fix up 
a catalog. All information about each 
animal was given verbally in the ring. 
The Seaboard Acceptance Co., under 
whose auspices the sale was held, 
used its mailing list; but practically 
every man and woman who attended 
is interested over 90 per cent in per- 
formance at the milk pail; and only 
a very small percentage care to raise 
calves, on account of the high price of 
land in the Los Angeles territory 
where most of them operate. How- 
ever, some of them, notably Romie C. 
Jacks, who purchased 31 cows includ- 
ing many of these with highest rec- 
ords and best show type for his dairy 
ranch at Riverside, immediately ar- 
ranged to show them in the current 
southern California fairs. 

The herd had been regularly tested 
many years for tuberculosis without 
finding a reactor; and every animal 
was sold with a certificate of free- 
dom from tuberculosis and with regis- 
tration papers. Fair terms of one- 
third cash and the balance within a 
year were offered for all sales over 
$100. But because Mr. Rubel had 
completely given up hope of staying 
in the business and did not want to 
take a chance of any coming back, he 
refused to guarantee any animal to be 
a breeder, with one exception, a cow 
which had not been bred for a parti- 
cular reason but was O. K. 

The dispersal stops the building of 
a herd of homogeneous blood capable 
of reproducing just what was wanted 
and expected, but it certainly scat- 
tered a lot of high producing animals 
throughout southern California; and 
if the buyers will now use their oppor- 
tunity with discretion, this state may 
blossom out with a Holstein brilliance 
worthy of its natural abundance of 
superadvantages.

O SUCCESSFUL method of treating infected animals has yet been discovered. 
N During our course of study of this disease in Pennsylvania over a period of at least 25 years, 
sufficient and possibly too much recognition has been given proposed remedies or cures, vaccines, 
preventives, etc. We have given place for trial of the carbolic acid method of treating pregnant cows, 
the methylene blue treatment, and have seen tried many of the other supposed remedies. There are still 
a few breeders who are willing to increase the maintenance expense of their herds in useless and pos- 
sibly harmful concoctions which are purchased at comparatively high costs. Veterinarians should prop- 
erly advise their clients as to the possible outcome after such remedies have been used. 
Wonderful advancement undoubtedly will have been made when some agent has been discovered which 
will destroy abortion infection in the carrier cow. It is very likely that when this use of some agent is 
discovered it will not be by some person who has no conception of the nature of animals’ diseases as has 
been the case with many of the proposed remedies. 
Money which has already been expended by breeders in trying out useless remedies would, if it were 
available, establish and properly equip a research institute suitable for a concentrated study of this 
disease.

COVERED BARNYARD OR OPEN 
SHED FOR THE DAIRY HERD 


The open shed or covered barnyard 
is a practical method of housing dairy 
cows. It provides the best known 
method of saving and preserving all 
the fertilizing constituents of the ma- 
nure; it permits the feeding under 
shelter of roughage and makes pos- 
sible its utilization for bedding; when 
there is plenty of bedding, cows so 
housed keep cleaner than those con- 
fined in stanchions. These are the 
principal points in favor of the open- 
shed system, says the United States 
Department of Agriculture. 

In an experiment at the Beltsville 
station it was found that the cows in 
the open shed produced a little more 
milk, but at a greater cost for feed, 
than the cows in the closed barn. The 
more timid cows were fought away 
from, the feed racks in the shed, 
which resulted in a much lower pro 
duction from such cows. Probably 
it would be a matter of economy to 
confine the cows, at feeding time. 
Cows so housed should be dehorned. 

The labor required under the two 
systems was slightly greater with the 
open shed. Had the cows been 
milked in the open shed this would 
not have been the case, but since this 
practice is not recommended in the 
production of market milk, the cows 
in this experiment were taken to 4 
separate stable for milking. Sixty- 
eight per cent more bedding was used 
in the open shed.

preeders of registered Holsteins in 
this county, in fact, there is more 
than that number who are members 
of the Holstein-Friesian Association 
of America residing in this county. 

In 1916 a wide spread campaign 
prevailed throughout the county to 
establish registered cattle of high 
quality and with that there was asso- 
ciated close effort for influence of 
disease control and the use of high 
quality sires.
